Indifference and a Possible Remedy 



Indifference has evidently takén so strong a hold upon the stu- 
dent body that organizations are experiencing great difficulty in 
holding any meeting or pursuing their activities with more than a 
fair measure of success. The fiasco in the way of the Arts Under- 
graduate Society a few nights ago and the absence of interest in the 
Canadian Club elections are but two cases in point. 

It is time that we as undergraduates awoke. Our organizations 
must not be allowed to sink into oblivion, lest they be lost for all 
time. Indifference is a spreading disease — it must not bc permit- 
ted to gain sway. 

At the same time, however, it would seem that a certain amount 
of blame for the present state of affairs must, in the case of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society at least, be attached to the executive which 
has charge of the direction of the affairs of that body. Indeed, it 
has been remarked that the organization of the Society, as well as its 
constitution is in need of revision. When from a membership of over 
50, only six put in an appearance at a meeting, notice of which 
has been given for several days previously, it would seem an indica- 
tion that all is not right with the government of that organization. 

- It was probably news to the majority of Arts students to learn 
that the constitution of their Society provides for a meeting to be 
held regularly upon the first Wednesday of every month. The men 
who bad charge of the framing of that constitution undoubtedly had 
some purpose in mind when this clause was inserted; their idea no 
doubt was that the students of the various years in Arts might 
through the medium of these meetings bc brought into closer touch 
with one another and so work together for the advancement of their 
own own interests to their mutual benefit and advantage. It is safe 
to say that in this respect at least, the Arts Undergraduate Society 
has lost all semblance of the purpose/ for which it was created. Each 
year officers are elected, apparently, as a matter of from, with two 
or three meetings called hastily at intervals during the session to deal 
with questions whose very importance demands discussion. It is only 
necessary to compare the work done by the Arts Undergraduate 
Society with what is accomplished by the organization of the Medi- 
cal students to be able to realize how much the former falls short of 
wfiat it might be. 

When the Molson Hall was presented tp the University it was 
doubtless with the intention that itshould be used for some purpose 
other than as an examination room at different periods during the 
college year. The donor must have had in mind at the time, the 
idea that by his action he was providing a place suitable for func- 
tions of one sort or another. As it is the hall remains unused except 
for its use as an examination room at the times already referred to. 
There would appear to be no adequate reason why meetings of the 
Arts Undergraduate Society should no tbe beld in the Molson Hall 
the specified intervals, nor any reason why men whose messages 
odd be of interest and importance to the students should not be se- 
cured to address these meetings. A musical or other programme 
could, without a great drain upon the resources offered by students 
of the Faculty be obtained to round out an evening such as those

That being the 
case, ii is well within tin; bounds of 
truth to sa> tha; Hie presses of Can- 
ada never undertook to put ink to 
paper for the accomplishment of a 
greater purpose. 

We all need".o realize thai this wai- 
ts nt'i merely fightlnii. bleeding and 
dying, If that were all, the United 
Males might look mi with no more 
complex feeling than pity and regret. 

lint, of course, there !s much more In 
the crisis th in that. There Is in it the 
ipiestlon of what son of forces shall 
rule the world In the future, und by 
what means those forces shall rule. 
Shall 111 ■ great power of the future be 
the highly orgnnUid, highly efficient; 
Insufferably obedient type of Germanic 
nationality, goveren d by a close cor- 
poration of princes, landlords and cap- 
tions of Industry, wielding world power 
by means of an' incredible military ef- 
ficiency; or shall democracy rule? 

This Is the questlan on which Can- 
ada voles in this war. and unless she 
votes knowing why, unless the moral 
ami menial convict! >n accompanies the 
act, she will receive the maximum of 
evil from her participation in i he war 
ami i lie minimum of good. 

The average man in the United 
States is in agreement with the best 
thought of the country on the relations 
of Canada to (he iOuroponn war. There 
is an almost universal feeling there 
that when Canada drew the sword she 
took a atep of the. most tremendous ini- 
j porta ncc to the United States. 
_ Very few citizens of the United 
Slates can be found who are unaware 
of Hi" faei that a German victory In 
iho war inlçhl establish m Germany a 
paper title m the sovereignty of Can- 
ada- -a paper title which Germany 
might expect to reduce to possession 
at some time in the. future. Very 
few Americans can bo found who arc 
unaware of the fact thai no such re- 
dun inn to possession would be con- 
sented Lo by the United Slates. 

There is a feeling on the other side 
of the line that the relations of the 
United Stales to Canada has been 
worked out to a pol.it of permanent 
neighborship and lli.it they now under- 
stand one another. There arc several 
thousand miles of barder between the 
two nations, all unfortified and unde- 
fended. The outlet of the Great Lakes 
passes through Canadian territory and 
the channels of communication be- 
tween those lakes arc common pro- 
perly. 

There are only two way- in which 
.such questions can be adjusted. The 
one way appeals to two urimllitary na- 
tions with thousands of mile* of unde- 
fended border bet-ween them and un- 
restricted passage back and forth be- 
tween the nation?. That Is the Can- 
adian-American way. It is accomp- 
lished through the study of the situa- 
tion and adjustment ou a basis of mu- 
lual rights and privileges. 

The other way may be heat under- 
stood by a study of the frontier bo- 
tween Russia, and Germany, or between 
Belgium. Franco and Germany. It is 
the sort of International relation 
which must subsist between "nations 
in arms.''

FRANCE 

The aviators on both sides have shown great activity during the ' ;•; 
last two days. The Allies' aviators having bombarded Zubruggc \ * 
while the Germans bombarded Verdun and the Allies' trenches * 
from Nieuport to Yprcs. The heaviest fighting has been in the ; % 
Argonne district where the French have gained some slight suc- | 
cesses. Artillery duels arc going on all along the line and in liiej* 
Vosges both sides have resorted to the use of skis for the troops. £ 

RUSSIA I 

On the left bank of the Vistula a fierce battle is being fought 
The Germans, with a force of over I 40,000 men arc attacking on a 
six-mile front. Near Flumicr the Germans have been put on the 
defensive though they are still holding their lines. In East Prussia 
the Russian troops have made progress on both banks of the Instcr. 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 

In the Carpathians the Russians have advanced as far as the 
River Labcrc. They have, however, been forced to retire slighty 
in the vicinity of the Wyszkow Pass. A large German army is 
now in Bukowina and is reported to he attacking the Russian 
flank. 

EGYPT 

On February 4th. 12,000 Turks attempted to cross the Suez 
Canal at Toussoum. They were, however, repulsed. At El Kan- 
tara they also attacked but were unsuccessful here also. The New 
Zealand troops have been actively engaged and have distinguished 
themselves in the fight along the Canal. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

The Admiralty have taken up the German defiance and it is 
stated will continue with their original plans for the transport ol 
troops to France. Money will be granted by Parliament for the 
support of 3,000.000 men. It is stated that Great Britain, France 
and Russia will unite their financial resources so as to facilitate car- 
rying on the war.

It is no wonder that Germans claim 
s ipdemacy for their Institutions. They 
did not need any encouragement lo 
admire the work of their hands, but if 
t hey had noedod it wo .havo given it 
them in full measure. By a. curioiin 
perversion of the term, "Kultur" has 
come to moan merely material good* 
to largo classes of .half-educated G*t 
mans. To them it no longer conveys 
the idea of "culture," us other Euro- 
pean nations understand the word, but 
Hither the notion of utilitarian "pro- 
gre'e"." It involve* the universal rulv 
of the drill-sergeant In every rieparl- 
inent of foclnl life and the extinction 
of Individual freedom. The ideal :« 
an ordered, regular, profiterons, and 
comfortable life for everybody «11 
ri and, to be secured by organization 
•tnd system. Mankind am to lie blue- 
booked and tubulated and inspected 
into happiness. Whether they like it or 
not. To the Profcrworontttm and the 
"intellectuals." "Kultur" has a far 
wider significance. Jn their minds It 
Implies a Weltanschauung, a com- 
plete theory, not merely of the world 
of sense, but of line universe. It ranges 
from the conception of the absolute to 
the least fact., -of dally life. It covet*; 
the Whole field of thought and of con 
duct as regulated by thought. It In 
eludes metaphysics, theology, ethics, 
politics, and •aesthetics, as well as the 
entire circle of the exact sciences. It 
hi as all-embracing as the systems of 
the medieval schoolmen, and it Is ela b- 
orates! and affirmed with dogma it 
assurance. "SlttlUhkcil," which Lord 
Haldanc has descrtbed as "the spirit 
and habit of life," inspired and com- 
pelled by the organic, whole known n« 
a nation, forms a part of it, and tho 
snmcauthorityihiis shown to how wide 
a. field of human action "SlttlicWkoit" 
extends. It implies, he says, "custom 
and a habit of mind and action," or. 
as I'ichte states it, "those principles 
which regulate people In thedr rela- 
tion to each other," at the stn.ge of 
culture reached. It <s the whole of 
"Kultur." in this Mider sense, the 
Whole body of German views ami 
d-ictrlne.i, metaphysU-al and ethical, 
which the Germans nspiTe to impose 
upon other civilized peoples, and for 
which they desire to prepare the. way

Now tin- Idol has toppled over. a»nd 
we have seen the prsi'-llenl consé- 
quences of the worship In Which we 
are summoned to Join. We have look- 
ed with ïiorror upon the fruits of the 
Genoa n "spirit and habit of life." as 
Imbued by Prussian "mlHta.rlsm," at 
Louvaln and Aerschot and Rheims. We 
have listened wHh wonder and with 
scorn lo the sopWstrtea by which the 
most eminent Intellects In Germany 
have sought to defend them. Those 
• beds may fit in with their theories 
of Ihe universe; the*' never can har- 
monize with ours. We do not under- 
rate the great woidi done by Germans 
in nil the 'branches of human knowl- 
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come a revision of neutrality and ap- 
plication of an old rule. 

"The new neutrality will place a 
nation that commits acts of outlawry 
in the category of the outlaw, and 
the old rule revived Will treat as 
pirates those who murder under the 
name of war. '
